Sir: 

In response to the Office Action, dated 28 January 2009, Applicants respond by 
electing species A (at paragraph [6], page 3, of the Office Action), drawn to a compound 
that increases ABC1 lipid transport activity by binding to an ABC1 polypeptide. 

Applicants have not made any amendments to the claims at this time because the 
only generic claim is claim 24 (see Office Action at page 3, second full paragraph). The 
present election is applicable to all of the remaining claims. Thus, claims 25-27 recite 
particular lipids and lipid levels affected by an increase in ABC1 activity that would be 
affected by binding to a polypeptide to increase ABC1 enzyme activity, claim 49 and 57- 
61 recite different diseases, claims 63-66 recite different levels of increase in ABC1 
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activity due binding to the polypeptide and claims 67 and 68 recite specific cell types in 
which said activity is increased. Because all of these claim limitations are affected by a 
change in ABC1 polypeptide activity (due to binding of the agent to the polypeptide), all 
are relevant to Applicants* species election. Therefore, no currently examined claims 
) should be withdrawn from consideration or canceled as a result of the election of species 
being made herein.
